which time reports of the various 
officers were read, and the conclud­ 
ing session this afternoon was for 
the purpose of electing officers. 
About fifty delegates were regis­ 
t e r ! at noon, and every 
township 


w a s represented in large numbers by 
memliers. 
It was decided this morn­ 
ing that the new officers would lie 
voted b\ ballot, and the nominating 
committee was not appointed. 
The only committee appointed this 
morning was a delegation of farmers 
who will confer with officers of the 
1. & C. 
Traction company, in an 
etfort to improve shipping conditions 
to tlie live stock market at Indiana­ 
polis. 
The meeting was in charge of Fred 
Bell, president, who was expected 
to retire from that office and Charles 
Spencer of Richland, formerly vice- 
president was being mentioned fre­ 
q u e n tly as the next president. 
The reports of Secretary II. L. 
Beall and Treasurer J. \V. Peters, 
were read this morning .showing the 


a s s o c ia t io n is in good condition in 
every r e se c t. 
Following President Bell's address 
this afternoon as the opening ses­ 
sion, County agent I). 1). Ball, made 
his report, w hich proved to be the 
most interesting feature on the p ro ­ 
gram. 
fhe election of officers was to be 
the last thing on the regular pro­ 
gram 
this afternoon, and the new

replies following their election by 


b a l l o t s o f all of the delegates to the 
meet ing. 
Donald I). Ball, county 
agricul­ 
tural agent, has compiled a statisti­ 
cal summary <*i the activities of his 
office and the scope o f work which 
he has been engaged in during the 
year from December 1, 1921 until 
the first of the present month. 
Ills rcjK»rt show > that he took part 
in 147 m eetin gs during the year, at 
which there were 0,8»J p eop le in at­ 
ten d a n ce. In order to discharge his 
duties, he traveled a, total ot 4,980 
miles by automobile during the year. 
At his office during the year a 
total of 8,055 ]>eople called on bus- 
ine—, and 3157 telephone calls were 
answered at the office for the saiqe 
j»eriod. 
T h e county a g e n t’s report for the 
Year also reveals the fact that he 
made ‘202 farm visits on 
business, 
and wrote 1431 letters. In addition 
to the letters written, he also sent 
out 15,682 circular letters pertain­ 
ing to the agricultural interests of 
the Rush county fanner. 
The annual report is an interest­ 
ing document to read, and contains 
31 typewritten pages, which are il­ 
lustrated 
at frequent 
places with 
kodak pictures taken by the county 
agent while visiting the fanns, and 
at various meetings held. 
In the early ]>art of the 
report, 
Mr. Ball sums up the work and re- 
Milts of the -eed corn testing in the 
county, and also the 
hot 
water 
treatment o f wheat. 
Several pages are devoted to le­ 
gumes, which includes the progress 
made in R u sh county with the plant­ 
ing and harvesting of soy beans. A

from 
lack o f food and suffering from the 
«•old. 
Neighbors alarmed at the long ab­ 
sence of Mr. and Mrs. William G. 
Shaffer, wealthy farmers living near 
Middletown, just across the line in 
Henry county, went to the home. 


The cry of the child greeted them 
faintly. In the bed they found Mrs. 
Shaffer, her -kull crushed. Nearby 
was the corpse of Shaffer, his head 
also split open. Lying in the kitchen 
was a blood covered 
hatchet 
and 
scattered about were a purse turned 
wrong side out, a diamond necklace 
and other jewels abandoned by the 
murderers in their flight. An automo­ 
bile belonging to Shaffer was found 
in Newcastle some time ago. It ap-

Philadelphia, Dec. 12—John Wan­ 
amaker died at his home here today 
at the age of eighty-four years. 
A bulletin issued at Wanamaker’s 
residence shortly after 8 
o’clock 
read: 
“Mr. Wanamaker died peacefully 
at 8 a. m. 
(Signed) 
“W. E. Quicksall, M. D. 
“Harvey Shoemaker, M. D. 
“Alfred Stengel, M. D.” 
Wanamaker, founder of the stores 
bearing his name in New' York and 
Philadelphia, and fonner postmaster 
general, had been 
ill 
for 
several 
weeks. During the last lew 
days, 
however, he had taken a turn for 
the better, and the end came sudden­ 
ly after a re!apse. 
Wanamaker, one of the pioneers 
of America, was bom July 15, 1837 
in the county of Philadelphia a lit­ 
tle more than 17 years 
before its 
consolidation into the city. His fath­ 
er. John Nelson Wamfmaker, was a 
bricklayer, and bis grandfather was 
a farmer. Their ancestors came to 
America at the time of the landing 
of William Penn. His 
mother 
was 
Elizabeth Km liersperger, whose an­ 
cestors were the Hugenots of France 
Wanamaker attended public! school 
until lie was 14 years old and then 
obtained employment in a Philadel­ 
phia hook "tore as an errand l>oy at 
$1.25 a week. 
Sometime later his family moved 
to Kosciusko county 
Indiana but 
returned to Philadelphia in 1850. 
Anxious to engage 
in 
business 
Wanamaker obtained a position in a 
retail clothing store at $1.50 a week 
from which he saved $100. Thin was 
the foundation of his fortune. 
Confinement in the 
store 
caused 
ill-heatlh and in 1858 Wanamaker 
went to Minnesota. His health

COLDEST WEATHER 


OF WINTER COMING 


Below-Zero Temperatures May Be 
Expected Tonight. Forecaster 
Says, Following Drop Today 


18 ABOVE THIS MORNING 


Cold Wave Sweeps Down Into Unit­ 
ed States From Canada and Moves 
Rapidly Southward 


The coldest weather of the win­ 
ter is predicted tonight, according to 
the weather report, which says that 
in this area the mercury tonight may 
drop as low as five below zero, and 
that the cold weather will continue 
for a few days.

early this morning, reached 18 de­ 
grees above at nine o'clock, and all 
during the day the mercury hoovered 
in that vicinity. A bitter west wind 
also added to the cold weather.

cold spell struck Illinois last night, 
with temperatures of 4

Peoria and 8 above zero at Spring­ 
field.

W adiington, I)ee. 12.— The entire 
north h a If of the United States to­ 
night will be in the grip of the first 
severe <*old wave o f the season, the 
weather bureau announced today. 
Extremely low temperatures also 
are predicted for some of the south­ 
ern states. 
The cold wave swept down into 
the United 
States 
from 
Canada 
early ye.-ierday and is moving rapid­ 
ly eastward and sm .^eastward, re­ 
sulting in snow in many regions and 
extremely low temperatures. 
It was 
sweeping across Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania today and will strike 
the Atlantic seaboard today turn­ 
ing expected rain into snow. 


The Better Babies conference and 
Child Hygeine courses, which are 
now being held in Rush county under 
the direction of the state board of 
health, are being well attended, and 
the examination of babies each day 
shows considerble .interest in the 
j work. 
The examining physicians and as­ 
sistants of the state department were 
[today #orking in Manilla examining 
babies at the Methodist church in 
that place, and the meeting for the 
public on health work, was held in 
the school auditorium last night in 
Manilla. 
The meeting last night was at­ 
tended bv 225 people, who heard the 
addresses, and witnessed the mo­ 
tion pictures wliieh were presented. 
The meeting in Walker township is 
regarded as one of the best, which 
is probably due to the publicity given 
the affair by posters made by school 
children in Manilla. 
At New Salem on Monday there 
were 20 babies examined, and the 
meeting on Friday night 
at 
New 
Salem was well attended, 
and 
a 
musical program was given by the 
school and teachers. 
The conference in 
this 
county 
opened at Milroy with the examina­ 
tion of babies, and on the first day 
there were 17 babies examined and 
on the second day there were 21 
babies examined at Milroy, which in­ 
cluded three 
townships 
Richland 
Orange and Anderson. 
The state workers will move on to 
Arlington tonight where a program 
will be 
given 
at 
the 
Methodist 
church tonight, and all day tomor­ 
row the babies of Posey township 
will be 
examined. 
Parents 
who 
fiave babies under the age of seven, 
are urged to bring them in for ex­ 
amination, as the work is absolutely 
free. 
The next meetings will be in Car­ 
thage, which will open on W ednes­ 
day night, with the usual lecture and 
pictures, and the babies will be ex­ 
amined on the day following.

MORE MONEY IS EXPECTED 


With some township reports 
in­ 
complete, the sum 
of $1,474 
has 
been raised in the annual Roll Call 
Campaign of the Rush county chap­ 
ter of the American Red Cross. Of 
this sum $39.98 was contributions 
and the remainder was for member­ 
ships. This is an increase of 
ap­ 
proximately $300 over last year’s 
Roll Call, when the sum o f $1,190 
was raised, of which $32 was in 
cash gifts. 
Rushville city leads this year with 
memberships 
and

over last year’s Roll Call Is largely 
due to a better response from the 
townships outside Rushville.

LIGHT POST WAS DAMAGED 


TO BRING AN ADJUSTMENT 


American Government Showing More 
Interest in Europe's Affair 


Washington, Dec. 12— The Ameri­ 
can government is actively try ing to 
bring about adjustment of the ser­ 
ious European situation, it was de­ 
clared on high 
authority 
at 
the 
White House today. 
This statement was made on the 
revelation that President 
Harding 
and Ills cabinet at their meeting to­ 
day had an extensive discussion on 
the Old World affairs. 
This probably involved the fail­ 
ure of the London conference 
of 
European premiers. 
A satisfactory 
readjustment 
of 
affairs abroad included the German 
reparation difficulty which is most 
vital in the world, the 
statement 
said.

China, 
Jap an and Korea. In 1800 he was 
decorated with the legion of honor 
by the French government and in 
November 1014, 
he chartered

steamships and sent food

starving Belgians. Wamfmak er nom­ 
inated Fairbank s for vice president 
at the Republican national conven­ 


ti on n 1010 and in 1021 celebrated 
f.U years of business life.
